Lo- 
cally b'.'t little damage was done.. Sheep- 
men in Wyoming, Colorado mid New 
Mexico, it is believed, will .suffer heavy 
losses as they 'were unprepared for such 
severe v.-ciithcr.

Colorado and should the cold' continue 
the damage will be very great.

CHINESE 
TROOPS 
DRILL 


Thirty Thousand, Armed With 


Latest Weapons, Evoke 


Favorable -Remarks 


CHAXGTEFU, Province of llonan, 


China, Oct. 22. — The autumn maneuvers 
of the Chinese imperial nriiiy begun to- 
day in the neighborhood of CImnglefu. 
About thirty thousand troops from tin: 
provinces o£ llonan 
Hupp, Chili 
and 


Shungtuiig arc engaged, under the com- 
mand of Yuan Shi Kai, commander in 
chief of the Chinese forces and General 
Tililiniig, including cavalry, infantry and 
artillery, the latter arm consisting of 
]50 guns. Acording to the scheme of op- 
erations, n southern army composed of 
the Hiipeh and. Homin forces, supposed 
to have landed in the Ynnksee valley 
and one wing is endeavoring to reach 
Pckin, by wiiy of Pekiu and Hankow 
railroad and a northern army compose;! 
of the Chi Li imd Shangtsung troops, i* 
compelled to defend the capital at short 
noti-.-e. 


The. troops engaged in the operations 


are equipped with the most modern ac- 
coutrements, riflee and guns, and pre- 
tont an nppeiirniioc highly creditable to 
the foreign officers .who have 'drilled and 
trained them. 
The maneuvers have 


evoked the greatest interest in foreign 
countries. 
No less that thirty military 


attaches of foreign powers are closely 
iollowing the operations, which will con- 
clude with a grand review and enter- 
tainment of the foreign guests by the 
'officials of the province and officers of 
the Chinese army.

DIPHTHERIA RAGES IN TOWN 


Oror 300 Cann Since Aueu»t— Firtjr-Tvro 


l^Htntllen Now In Quarantine. 


WORCESTER, Muss., Oct. 22.— The 


most serious epidemic of diphtheria ill 
this city *incc 1000 wns reported by the 
liourd of health for the week just ended. 
In one day eight cases came to the no- 
tice of the officials and fifty-two families 
nre now in quarantine, affecting the at- 
tendance of fifteen schools of the city, 
The total number of cases for the week 
was 42, while since August there have 
been 300 persons affected. 


Dr. Clark, chairman of the board of 


health, says that the disease is virulent. 
In the diphtheria wnrd at the isolation 
hospital, thirty-four patients are receiv- 
ing attention.

According to statements made by of- 


ficers of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Co., fast 
freight 
trains have 


been in operation over the new Milwau- 
kee-Chicago line for a month. However 
it will be impossible to operate passen 
ger trains or any high speed train over 
the new line until next July or August. 


It is not known whether any passen- 


ger trains will be operated over the line 
or not. There was a lot of talk at the 
time the work was started, but officers 
do not believe it was the intention to 
use it for anything but a freight line 
The road was built just to relieve the 
main line of freight and prevent long 
trains from 1>lockading passenger traffic. 


At any rate it will be impossible to 


operate any through passenger trains 
over the new line for ten months or a 
year. The company must wait until the 
frost gets out of every fill and the track 
gets well ballasted. 


COST OVER $1,000,000. 


Most of the freight is now going over 


thai line and the company is able to 
handle 15 per cent more freight to a 
train than formerly. The cost of the 
new line from Chicago to Milwaukee is 
given out :at over $1,000,000, There nre 
practically no curves in the entire line 
and no'grades. With a practically level 
line to Chicago the company can haul a 
third more freight with the same power 
as on the old line. The freight trains 
cun make the runs in from three to 
three and a luilf hours. The fact that 
there nre four tracks between Chicago 
and Milwaukee will lessen the possibility 
of wrecks and accidents.

ENOUGH RURAL ROUTES 


IN_KENOSHA COUNTY 


Govornmont Inspector Druldx* Conditions 


There Do Not Warrimt Farther 


AddltloDt. 


Inspector of Rural Routes Robards, o£ 


Michigan, luis completed his work in Ke- 
nosliu and yesterday forwarded to Wash- 
ington his recommendations for changes 
in this postolfire in order to provide ser- 
vice for all patrons within the district. 
The inspector did not recommend any 
new routes out of Kenosha as, after a 
careful examination of the conditions, he 
did not believe that a now route would 
be necessary. ITe has suggested a re-or- 
ganization of the rural delivery service 
here and believes that routes can be laid 
out so thnt the carriers will be able to 
reach every house without adding any 
more mileage to the routes now laid out. 
Many of the patrons now covered from 
Konosha could secure service from other 
villages in the county but this will not 
bo necessary as it is thought that with 
the change in the routes every one will 
be supplied with delivery. 


The report of the inspector will show 


that there are four routes out of Kcno- 
shn, each approximately covering a ter- 
ritory of fifteen miles. Many people re- 
siding in the northern part of the county 
arc taken care of by carriers who go 
out of the Rncinci office, while in the 
western part of the county the routes 
leading from 
Kansnsville and 
Union 


Grove serve farmers in this county. 


Out in Bristol there arc three estab- 


lished'routes, and two arc now running 
out of Snlem and two out of Pleasant. 
Prairie. These routes do riot care for all 
of tlm patrons in that part of, the coun- 
ty, nnd the ones left out are receiving 
delivery from the offices at 
Richmond 


and Antioch. 111. The postoftice depart- 
ment does not recognize stnte lines in 
jirrmii^ing the rural delivery ronton. 


It is expcctr-fl (hat the recommenda- 


tions of Inspector Roljards will be acted 
upon at once, «nd that the rearrange- 
ment of the routes in the county will be 
made before the first of the new year.

Around the yards of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee &. St. Paul railway, almost 'any 
hour in the day, cnn be seen ns high as 
forty wagon loads of cabbage, waiting to 
bo loaded into cars and shipped. Some- 
times there has been a demand for 100 
cars per day, and only two and three 
cars could be secured. Prices range from 
$2.30 to $4 per ton, with the market 
practically glutted. 
Cabbage which the 


farmers ore hurrying to the market is 
what they call the soft heads, the hard 
heads being stored and will be held for 
better market prices. - 


Yesterday wns an unusually busy-dny. 


A hundred or more Italians who have 
boon doing track work for, the railway 
company, were hired to load cabbage and 
lines of men were seen throwing the cab- 
bage heads from one to the other and 
storing them in cars.

Stocking. When District Attorney Git- 
tins wns soon about the matter this aft- 
ernoon he admitted that he ha.d heard, 
but not officially, that 
Stocking 
had 


changed his mind about pleading guilty 
and was figuring on making n flght on 
the insanity claim. Miller, his brother- 
in-law, will moke a defense that he was 
innocent of any wrong and was led into 
the trouble. 


It will be remembered that these two 


men wrote a letter to Mrs. Robinson, de- 
manding that $20,000 be paid to the 
First National bank, of Chicago, to the 
credit of Roman and that unless it wns 
dona Mrs. Robinson and family would be 
killed and that there wore ten men in 
the plot. How the lellows were trapped 
and arrested is a matter of history.

It is hard to get a 
line on the actual results of his and Mr. 
Hughes'

Many of the reports of the meetings are 
badly colored, as is perfectly natural in 
a partisan campaign. 
so many 
more 


newspapers are supporting Hughes thun 
Hearst that the latter gets none the 
best of it. The attitude of the people 
of the country apparently 'is puzzling to 
both side?. There have been no great 
demonstrations outside of one or two 
for 
either of the candidates. Hearst, 


\vhomade such a whirlwind campaign in 
this city last fall, can scarcely get used 
to the difference in his audiences now. 
One oi the peculiarities of Hearst's re- 
ception has been that his most enthus- 
iastic meetings have been in strong Re- 
publican localities, while the Democrat- 
ic sections have been cool toward uini. 


VOTE WILL BE BADLY SPLIT.'' 
It may be stated as a certainty that 


Hughes will get a large number of the 
votes of old line Democrats, and;that 
Hearst will get a big Republican vote. 
On the relative size of these defections 
from party lines depends the result of 
the election. If Hearst is able to retain 
intact the following he had of the1 List 
municipal campaign and in addition se 
cure even a, considerable part of th 
Democratic organization vote in New 
York and Kings counties he stands 
good chance of election.

is doubtful, however, whether 


Hearst can hold the strength'be showe< 
n the mayoralty campaign, and besides 
ic is going to be cut unmercifully by the 
regnlar'-Tammany men, by the friends o: 
McClclIan, and others, and

Tiends of McCarren. in-Brooklyn. 
,TJiat~Hoarst will get a big vote up 


state .and .that the fight is to be won in 
New York and Brooklyn seems to be 
conceded by'.the Republicans. It is un- 
derstood-they nre going to concentrate 
,heir efforts in the last part of the cam- 
jaign right here, and rely on reducing 
;hu usual Democratic plurality in this

Tenrst gains among the Republicans up 
itate. 


REAL-FIGHT IS IX CITY. 


New York to all appearances is a for

much these squabbles are real and how
